London, Sept. 14.—It Is unofficially 


announced that Bulgaria will go to 
•war with Turkey unless the powers 
tafco some radical steps to put n stop 
to the atrocities now being committed 
against the Christians In Bulgaria. 


The Sofia correspondent of thu Lon- 


don Telegraph sends n dispatch, under 
Sunday's date, defending the policy of 
Bulgaria. 


He saya: 
"Bulgaria hns displayed 


unexampled moderation. Her last ur- 
gent request to the powers was that 
they should compel Turkey to sup- 
.press the rising by legitimate methods 
of warfare, but to spare women mid 
children from Indignities and 'mas- 
•acre. 


Bulgaria Defies the Powers. 


"But even this Christian Europe has 


refused and now I'riuce Ferdinand's 
government, having carefully consld- 
•ercd the question and aware of tho 
disastrous consequences with 
which 


the powers threaten Bulgaria If she In- 
tervenes, has decided that It cannot 
longer neglect Its sacred duty to pre- 
vent the Christian population being 
done to death. 
In a couple of days 


moro the, die will be cast and Bul- 
garia will do her duty. 


"An official communication will be 


made to the powers In tho above Indi- 
cated sense and forthwith tho neces- 
sary measures will be taken and only 
countermanded If tho powers Imme- 
diate Intervene. 
This IB. Bulgaria's 


last word. 
The moral responsibility 


•will fall upon Christian Europe, even If 
the material consequences have to bo 
endured by Bulgaria." 


Turkey Prepares for War. 


A dispatch from Constantinople to 


the Standard says largo forces 
arc 


being collected to the north and north- 
•west of Constantinople, where In thu 
•event of war. the first fighting Is ex- 
pected to occur, and though allusions 
•to any plan of campaign arc strictly 
-censured It may be assumed thn't Ger- 
man, advice during recent years tins 
not left Turkey unprepared at this 
time. 


Writing from Sofia on Sept. 9, the 


correspondent of the Dally Mall gives 
reasons to support the probability that 
Sen-la will ally Itself with Bulgaria 
«s against the Turku, neither excepting 
any territorial concessions as a result 
thereof, but both wishing to liberate 
the Macedonians.

DEATH OF COL JACOB, 


WHO SAVED KENTUCKY 


Man Whose Vote In th<; Legislature 


Kept State In Union Expires 


at Louisville. 


Loulsvlllo, Ky., Sept. 14.—Col. R. 


T. Jacob, known as the man who 
saved Kentucky from secession and 
also as tho captor of Gon. John Mor- 
gan In the civil war, died at his homo 
In this city Sunday at tho ago of 78. 
His career began with a trip across 
the plains In 1845. He crossed In time 
to join Fremont's command for ser- 
vice during the Mexican war. 


Returning to Kentucky, ho was 


elected to the legislature as a Demo- 
crat. The secession <|iii>ntloii came be- 
fore tho legislature and Col. Jacob 
created surprise by rofmdng to voto 
with the Brecklnrldge party, bin vote 
giving a plurality of ono for the union. 
He participated In tho smashing of 
Morgan's raid and It was 
to Col. 


Jacob and his command that the Con- 
federate leaders and a number of bis 
followers surrendered. 
Near the closo 


of the war Col. Jacob became lieuten- 
ant governor of Kentucky.

Five Hundred Delegates 
at the Great Convention 


in Dresden at Inter- 


national Contest. 


MANY IN GERMANY 


Three Millions][in £the Ger- 


man Empire, Showing the 


Wonderful Growth, 


Very Recently. 


Dresden, Sept. 14.—Five hundred 


delegates representing Germany. Eng- 
land, Franco, Spain. Austria, SwIUor- 
land anil Belgium attended the. Inaug- 
ural congress of social Democrats. 


At tho reception Herr Kadon deliv- 


ered an address showing the marvel- 
ous strides of socialism In Europe and 
tho United States. 


At the first congress of tho social 


Democrats, he-Id In Dresden In 1873, 
only fifty-seven delegates were pres- 
ent. 


At that tlmo there wore only 100,- 


000 socialists In Germany and tho par- 
ty had only two member* In tho relea- 
sing. Now thcro aro :!,()UO,OOI) social- 
ists In Germany and eighty-one mem- 
bers of tho reloJistag. 


Socialists Lead In Germany. 


Tho social Democrats of German)' 


to-day form 
the 
strongest political 


party In tho empire. 
They control 


seventy-six 
newspapers, 
of 
which 


twenty-two aro dailies. The growth 
of tho party Is steadily Increasing, 
the gain since 18!I8 be'-iK 'especially 
notable. In that year tho par*y polled 
2,11'0,000 votes and elected fifty-six 
members of the relcliBtag. 


In Franco tho several groups of tho 


Foclallst party polled more than 1.- 
000,000 votes nt the last election 'in 
1001, and control 149 seats in the 
chamber of deputies. In 1898 the so- 
cialists elected only fifty-seven mem- 
bers of the French parliament 


Gaining In England. 


Socialism In Great Britain Is of re- 


cent growth. The social Democratic 
party has'ISO branches and a mem- 
bornlup of 9,000. Allied to It is tho In- 
dependent 
labor 
party, 
with 
200 


brvches and 12.000 members. 
Tho 


M^illsts elected one mecbrr of tho 
house of commons at tho last election. 


In Austria tho socialists control 10,- 


000 votes. In Belgium thirty-four so- 
cialists wore elected to parliament at 
the last election. 
There are 10,000 


socialists In Norway and Sweden. 
ETAOINSHRDUT simulate box plaits, 


In Spain the socialist voto has grown 


from o.OOO In isai to nearly 20,000 in 
1903. 


In the United States 2,065 socialist 


votes wero cast In 1888. In 1898 the 
voto had reached 82,204. 


Legislative Resolutions. 


Tho present congress will bo In ses- 


sion a week. Of the many resolutions 
to be discussed three aro most Impor- 
tant, its follows: 


1. That tho social democratic party 


shall take the Initiative In tho rolch- 
stag In Introducing political and social 
measures of reform. 


2. That tho party shall frame Its 


own bills Instead of leaving this work 
of Introducing new legislation to tho 
government aa heretofore, and 


3. That nn agitation committee bo 


formed 
to Instruct tho public by 


speeches and writings. 


Special police arrangements 
have

The Tenth 
Letter on the Sacred 


Tenth Describing Egyptian 


Customs. 


The archaeological discoveries of 


the last three score years have shed 
much new light upon the 
religions 


of the ancient world, 
as we have 


seen from a previous article upon 
Assyria and its cuneiform literature 
which for so long 
was not under- 


stood. 
So also, for many centuries 


travellers up tho Nile and scholars 
In general puzzled in vain over tho 
picture writing (or hieroglyphics as 
the arc called) on temple walls.

"I have not cut short the rations of 
the temples." 
"I have not dimin- 


ished the offerings of the Gods." "1 
have not stolen the ptoporty of tno 
Gods." 
Again, the professor says that thl» 


duty of making offerings Is often re- 
Iterated.- Thus: "Make the feast of 
thy God. renew it In Its season: It 
irritates 
the God to 
neglect It." 


"Give thyself to thy god; guard thy- 
self each day for the god. anO do to- 
morrow ap today. 
Sacrifice; 
for 


god looks on the offerer: but^he ne- 
gects those who neglect him." 
These extracts then seem to show 


that, as we have seen with the As- 
syrians; so it was with the ancient 
Egyptians, they fully recognized the 
obligations of dedicating property to 
their gods. 
• 
From other writers we learn that 


one early form of offering consisted 
of tho first fruits 
of the harvest. 


Thus. Dr. Henry Brugsch. speaking 
of tho tomb at Lycopolls, of the high 
priest Anubls. "Muring the 13tn dy- 
nasty (perhaps 
ilaOO B. C.). says: 


"Ho (Anubls) takes occasion for fix- 
ing the kind and number of the sac- 
rifices, he speaks of the least days 
on which they are lo be offere.l. and 
gives us evidence, for the find time 
In an Egyptian Inscription, that the 
ancient Inhabitants of the Nile val- 
ley, great and small, were accustom- 
ed to dedicate the llrst fruits of their 
Tiarvest to the deity." 
And tho testimony of Erman Is to 


tho same effect: "The 
worshippers 


of these gods were always faithful 
to them. 
Each 
brought the tlrst 


fruits of the harvest to the servants 
of hU god. 
he made 
tho further- 


most room of his house Into a little 
chapel. In the court of his granary 
or near the winepress, he erected a 
little sanctuary to Ilenenutut. 
the 
goddess of the harvest, and placed 
there a table of offerings with wine 
and flowers. 
These and 
other 
evidences or 


jirlvate piety wore, hpwever, quite 
eclipsed by tho religious offerings of 
the state, for in addition to fli|rt ffitlts 
Erman, says. "We have much Infor 
matlon as to the 
extent, and the 


kind of offerings; on the outer wall 
of the great temple of Medlnet Habu 
there still exists parts of a list of 
the offerings Instituted by Uameses 
II. and Rameses III. for this sanct- 
uary, which was 
ercted by them. 


Every day of tho year 
the temple 


received about 3.200 loaves of bread, 
24 cakes, 144 jugsi of beer, 32 geese, 
and several Jars of wine. 
But these Items refer to one tern 


pie only, and are as nothing compar 
ed with the offerings 
of Ilnmeses 


III., who, at his death, left a compre- 
hensive manifesto,

lull details of all that he had done 
for the temples of his country dur 
Ing the 31 years of his reign.

The taste of the •people of the Un- 


lled States for 
tropical 
products 


seems to be Increasing 
at a very 


rapid rate. The Department of Com- 
merce and Labor, through 
Its Uu 


reau of Statistics, reports the value 
of the tropical and subtropical pro- 
ducts brought Into the Unite! States 
In the past year as over 400 million 
tiollars. 
In lS»f> the value of this 


class of merchandise Imported was 
only 300 million 
dollars; In 1875, 


, 200 millions, and in 1870, 140 million. 


Thus the value of the tropical pro- 
ducts brought Into the 
country In 


the year just ended was about three 
times as much as In 1875, and one- 
third more than in 1895. 
. Even. these figures do not show 
the real Increase, 
because of the 


great reduction In prices of many 
of the articles 
forming this huge 


• total. 
The value of the 
sugar of 


tropical production brought Into the 
country In the 
past 
year, for In 


stance, was 104 million dollars, 
as 


against 70 million dollars In 1870: 
but the number of pounds brought 
in from the tropics 
last year was 


more than four times as much as In 
1870. 
The total number of pounds 


of tropical sugar brought 
Into.the 


' country last year was over 5 billions 
including that from Hawaii and For 
to Rico, while tno number of pounds 
imported from tho Tropics In 1870 
was less than a billion and a quart- 
er.
